At the opening of Tuesday afternoons 
soaston of the triple naturalization fraud 
Judge Adams ruled that the evidence of 
Gus. V. R. Mechin, handwriting expert, 
as a witness in relation to papers bearing 
the forged signature of John H. Murphy, 
clerk of the court of appeals, was ad- 
misaible. 

The state's purpose is to show by 
Mechin's testimony that the handwriting 
Was that of Thomas E. Barrett, one of 
the defendants. 

Following the announcement of the 
court's ruling, Mechin proceeded with his 
testimony. 

The three defendants, Thomas E. Bar- 
rett, former marshal of the court of ap- 
peals, John Dolan, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic city committee, and Thomas Garrett, 
patroiman, through their counsel, Judge 
Krum, protested against the experts tes- 
tifying and comparing the two writings, on 
the grounds that Barrett had not admitted 
writing the words on the list. 

Bert D. Nortoni, assistant United States 
district attorney, who prepared that part 
of the case for the government, maintained 
that decisions of the supreme court of the 
United States bore out the contention that 
an paper properly introduced as evidence 
became part of the case and might be made 
subject to comparison. 

As Judge Bland and Clerk John Murphy 
of the Court of Appeals have testified that

The testimony of Judge Bland of the 
St, Louis Court of Apeals brought forth 
the fact that in his opinion the forged cer- 
tificates were written by Thomas E. Bar- 
ret, but he was unwilling to state posi- 
tively. 

Frederick W. Shineman of 2908 Gamble 
Street, janitor of the court, told 
of finding Barrett alone in the 
clerk’s office two or three times and 
said that once Barrett was standing beside 
the locker where the certificates were kept, 
and one door of the locker was open. 

Judge Charles C. Bland, the first witness 
Tuesday morning, said he was presiding 
justice of the St. Louls Court of Appeals, 

and held that position in October, 1902. He

south Dakota. 

Mrs. Whitney is bright, talented and ed- 
ucated. After serving two years as teach- 
er in the school for the blind at Gary, 8. 
D., she went to Armour, S. , and con- 
ducted a millinery store, mneuce to Sioux 
Falls, where she was a music teacher and 
in partnership with her mother aqme 
a large business. 

Family differences, it is explained, led to 
her being sent to the insane asylum at 
Yankton. Mrs. Whitney was confident 
she was not insane, and when she found 
herself in the asylum a few weeks ago she 
first tried to convince the authorities that 
she should have another examination by 
expert alienists: Fafling, she decided to 
escape. 

She soon learned the routine of the 
asylum and conducted herself as a mode: 


patient. One day she took a spoon from 
he dining table and secreted it in her 


room. On the night she had chosen for 
escape she took off the heavy shutter from 
the window of her ground-floor room, using 
the spoon as a screwdriver. She knew 
that precisely at 10:15 each night the elec- 
tric lights on the hospital grounds would 
be changed from a dynamo to a storage 


battery. 


Waiting at the window till the lights 


went out, she quickly pulled out the loos- 


ened shutter, leaped out and ran until she 
was sure the lights would be turned on 
aguin. The instant she slackened her pacc 
to a dignified walk the lights blazed forth 
and she met a guard, who glanced at her, 
took her for an attendant, and let her pass. 
Safely out of the grounds she ran till her 
strength failed and then slept on the 
ground in the woods till morning. A lunch 
of bananas and bread crusts which she 
had carried was all she could provide. 
That day she secreted herself and aguin 
at night walked toward Elkpoint. Reaching 

t, she went to the Merchants’ Hotel and 
asked for a room. Having no money, she 
pawned her wedding ring to pay her bill 
and buy a railroad ticket to Sioux City 
Next morning she reached this oity with 
no money, but out of reach of South Da- 
kota authorities. 

She secured a povition as waitress in the 
Hotel Garrison. She made friends and ar 
soon as she dared to told her story to the 
managemont. Friends from South Dakota 
stopping at the hotel were taken into her 
secret and are now assisting in her search 
for her little bey.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Frank Wyman 
was today appointed postmaster at St. 
Louis. 

The appointment of Wyman was made 


upon the recommendation of Ethan Allen 
Hitchcock, secretary of the interior. 

Some: ‘time ago the President told the 
postmaster-general that he wanted a 
postmaster for St. Louis who had never 
had anything to do with the late squab- 
bles. He wanted a man who was not 
identified with the Baumhoff faction or 
with those who were trying to get 
Baumhoff out. 

Mr. Roosevelt did not say much more than 
this. 

Later he took the matter up with Sec- 
retary Hitchcock. He asked him to name a 
man who would give complete satisfaction 
to those whose sole interest was to see that 
the office was administered in the interests 
of the city. He said he did not want an 
administration which could be affected in 
a political way. 

Mr. Hitchcock took the matter under ad- 
vivermnent. After investigation, he reported 
the name of Wyman to the President with 
substantial business indorsements. 
Wyman is a brother of Surgeon-General 
Wyman of the public health and marine 
hospital service.. 

He was a Republican candidate for the 
City Couneil in April, 1903. 

The President said that Mr. Wyman 
would be satisfactory to him if the secre- 
tary would stand for him. 

The name was presented a few days ago 
with Instructions from 

hat the commission be made out. 

This was done this morning. It came to 
the White House this noon, was signed by 
the. President and went to the capitol at 
once. 

The nomination will go to the committee 
on postoffices, from which it will be re- 
ported within a few days. 

Unless objection is made by one of the 
two Missouri senators it will be ratified at 
once, 

There is no expectation that these sen- 
ators will object, as they are Democrats, 
and their votes would delay matters but a 
few days.

WALLACE, Ida., Nov. 10.—Two dead and 
two injured are the results of a shooting 
affray at the entrance of the Wallace 
Opera House last night. The shooting took 
place just as the audience were leaving 
the theater, following a performance by 
the James O’Nelll company. 

The dead are Dr. W. F. Fins, shot 
through the head; William Cuff, miner, 
shot three times; died in 15 minutes. 

The wounded are Chief of Police Mc- 
Govern, shot through right hand; Opera 
House Policeman Rose. shot in leg. 

The trouble arose over Guff's insisting 
on smoking a cigar in the gallery. 

Tlouse Policeman Rose ordered him to de- 
sist, but he refused. The policeman took 
the cigar away from Cuff. Cuff left the 
theater vowing vengeance. He returned 
shortly with a revolver. and waited until 
the performance was over. Rose was the 
first man out of the opera house. As he 
stepped outside Cuff fired. The first shots 
missed and Rose returned the fire. Dr. 
Fins. who was escorting a woman, followed 
Hose out and, as he did so, a bullet, pre- 
sumably from Cuff's revolver, struck him 
in the head, Filling him instantly. Other 
policemen appeared at this moment and a 
general fusilade followed. The panic-strick- 
en theater-goers stam ed back into the 
foyer, men and women being trampled in 
the rush to get away. Cuff continued 
firing, wounding Chief of oPlice McGovern 
and Speciai Officer Rose. 

Cuff then started to escape, running 
around the corner of the theater. He was 
intercepted at a side exit by Péllcoman 
Quinn, who kept up a running fire, three 
bullets taking effect. Cuff fell unconscious 
and died in 15 minutes.

IMMIGRANTS RUSH 
“TO NATIVE LANDS 


Outward-Bound Steamshins Crowded 
With Fortune-Seekers Whom the 
Western Eldorado Disappointed. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—Thousands upon 
thousands of the immigrants who arrived 
at this port in the early months of this 
year are now crowding the eastbound 
steamships in their efforts to return to 
their native lands. 

Never before has such a number sought 
return passage. Steamships, particularly 
those sailing to the Mediterranean, are 
carrying out their fullest complement and 
leaving hundreds behind to be transferred 
to, and forwarded by, other lines. 

There is no cessation in the movement 
and some of the steamship agents say 
their ships are now booked full to the 
first of the year. 

Business retrenchment, industrial strikes 
and the fact that many wish again to see 
their native land are the reasons advanced 
by the agents. 

With the exception of the annual flow of 
foreigners who go to their first home be- 
cause of holidays there is little skilled la- 
bor in the ranks. The nationalities repre- 
sented are Italians, Polish, Slovak and 
Hungarians, the first-named largely in the 
majority.

A BRITISH DUKE 


Marriage of Miss May Goelet, New 
| York Heiress, to Henry John Innes- 
Ker, Eighth Duke of Roxburghe, 
Took Place Tuesday. 


BISHOP DOANE OF ALBANY 
PERFORMED CEREMONY 


History of the Bride and Groom, Their 
Families and Description of the 
Gown Miss Goelet Wore at the 
Altar. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—The marriage of 
Miss May Goelet, only daughter of Mrs. 
Ogden Goelet and one of the richest of 
American heiresses, to Henry John Innes- 
Ker, eighth duke of Roxburghe, was sol- 
emnized today at St. Thomas’ Church in 
this city, Bishop William Crosswell Doane 
of Albany, assisted by the Rev. Ernest M 
Stires of St. Thomas’ Church, performing 
the ceremony. 

A company of 250 guests, a small number 
for an international marriage of such im 
portance, witnessed the ceremony, but 
marses of palms, shrubs and flowers banked 
the church so effectively that the great 
nave seemed far from empty. In the chan 
cel itself, where the ceremony took place, 
palms, Japanese chrysanthemums and En 
glish primroses were combined in an ar 
tistic color scheme, with which the orchids 
on the pulpit and the lilies about the alta: 
toned beautifully. 

Forming in the outer vestibule of the 
church, the bridal party proceeded down 
the aisle to the chancel steps, the brid: 
on the arm of her brother, Robert Goelet 
She was gowned in white satin veiled with 
point Valenciennes lace and trimmed with 
wreaths of orange blossoms. Her veil was 
of tulle and she carried an old-fashioned 
bouquet of lilies of the valley. The maid 
of honor, Miss Beatrice Mills, and the 
other bridemaids, Lady Isabel Innes-Ker, 
Miss Martha Johnson, Miss Alice Babcock, 
Miss Marian Haven, Miss Therese Iselin.

Afterwards the duke and duchess went to 
the home of Mrs. Ogden Goelet on Fifth ave- 
nue, where an informal reception, to which 
only a part of the wedding guests were 
bidden, was held. It had been intended to 
make the wedding a more brilliant function, 
but the death of Sir Michael Herbert, uncle 
ot the bride, caused the change in plans. 

There is an interesting parallel between 
this wedding and that of 1895, the brides 
or which are two of America's greatest 
j|heiresses. Miss Goelet and the Duchess of 
Marlborough are in no way related, but 
they are family connections. The Duke of 
Roxburghe and the Duke of Marlborough 
are first cousins, being grandsons of John 
Winston Spencer Churchill, seventh Duke 
| of Marlborough. 

The marriage of Miss Goelet adds a 
Afth to the list of American women who 
are duchesses in the peerage of Great Brit- 
ain. The four American duchesses are 
Lady William Beresford, who, as the 
widow of the eight: Duke of Marlborough, 
is, by courtesy, known as Lily Duchess of 
Marlborough; the Duchess of Marlborough, 
the dowager Duchess of Manchester, who 
wae Consuelo Yznaga, and the wife of the 
ninth Duke of Manchester, who was Helena 
Zimmerman of Cincinnati. 

Miss Mary Goelet comes of distinguished 
New York lineage. Her ancestors were 
successful merchants and professional 
men, who had much to do with the de- 

velopment of New York during the im- 
portant period between the close of the 
‘revolutionary war and the opening of the 
civil war. New York asristocracy in those 
davs was the aristorcacy of trade, and 
the great men of the city were those ald 
merchants and professional men of New 
York who made early business history 
and founded the great fortunes that are 
being enjoyed by their descendants to- 


The eighth Duke of Roxburghe, who has 
numerous minor titular dignities in Scot- 
land and England, is spoken of both here 
and in his native land as an exceedingly 
sensible young man, who has been care- 
fully reared by his mother to appreciate 
the benefits of real home life. He is not 
a stay-at-home, however. He saw active 
service in the South African war. Upon 
the death of his father he came into

This number does not fairly represent the 
speed shown by the horses generally. Some 
of the records have been lowered by de- 
grees and the horse with the last shot at 
the mark is the one that gets the record. 
Of the new records, six of them were 
made over the Washington Park track in 
June and July.

“There is a law in Porto Rico which says 
only those who pay a tax have a right to 
vote. This law was designed to limit the 
voting privilege to those who paid a tax 
on real estate. | 

But the ‘Porto Ricans in the last cam- 
paign discovered that real estate was not 
specified in the law and they decided upon 
easy ways to manufacture voters. 

The party managers found that there 
Were small taxes on various minor privi- 
leges and adapted these for their purposes. 

“In Guyama every man of voting age paid 
8 cents tax for the permission of setting his 
basket down in the public market place and 
thereupon registered as a voter, qualified 
because he was a taxpayer.

There is a tax 
of 50 cents there on any person who gives a 
ball or dance. When registration time came 
around the number of social functions in 
that village multiplied astonishingly. Every 
man over A gave a dance, or at least got 
officia] permission to, and then registered.

The conductor on the car was M. K.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT. 


Legislation to Redeem the Pledges Made by the United States to the 


Little Republic, and to Put Into 


Operation the Commercial Treaty, 


Is Imperatively Demanded by Our Interests and Our Honor, so Mr. 
Roosevelt Informs the Extra Session of the American Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—President Roosevelt sent the fol- 
lowing message to Congress today: 

The Senate and House of Representatives: 

I have convened the Congress that it may consider the legis- 
lation necesgary to put into operation the commercial treaty 
with Cuba, which was ratified by the Senate at its last ses 
sion and subsequently by the Cuban government. I deem such 
legislation demanded not only by our interests, but by our 
honor. We cannot with propriety abandon the course upon 
which we have so wisely embarked. 

When the acceptance of the Platt amendment was required 
from Cuba by the action of the Congress of the United States, this 
government definitely committed itself to the policy of treat- 
ing Cuba as occupying a unique position as regards this country. 

It was provided that when the island became a free and in- 
dependent republic she could stand in such close relations with 
us as in cértain respects to come within our system of inter- 
national policy; and it necessarily followed that she must alse 
to a certain degree become includéd within the lines of our 
economic policy. Situated as Cuba is, it would not be possible 
for this country to permit the strategic abuse of the plan by 
any foreign military power. 

It is for this reason that certain limitations have been im- 
posed upon her financial policy and that navel stations have been 
conceded by her to the United States. The negotiations as to 
he details of these naval stations are on the eve of com- 
pletion. They are so situated as to prevent any idea that 
there is the intention ever to use them against Cuba or 
otherwise than for the protection of Cuba from the assaults 
of foreign foes and for the betterment of America in the wa- 
ters south of us. 

These interviews have been largely increased by the conse- 
quences of the war with Spain and will be still further in- 
creased by the building of the isthmian canal. They are both 
military and economic. 

The granting to us by Cuba of the naval stations above 
alluded to is of the utmost importance from a military stand- 
point and is proof of the good faith with which Cuba is treat- 


ing us. 
Cuba has made great progress since her independence was 


established. She has advanced steadily in every way. She 
already stands high among her sister republics of the. new 
world. She is loyally observing her obligations to us, and she 
is entitled to like treatment by us. 


The treaty submitted to you for approval secures to the 
United States economic advantages as great as those given to 
Cuba. Not an American interest is sacrificed by the treaty; a 
large Cuban market is secured to our producers. It is a mar- 
ket which lies at our doors, which is already large, which is 
capable of great expansion and which is especially important 
to the development of our export trade. It would be indeed 
shortsighted for us to refuse to take advantage of such op- 
portunity and to force Cuba into making arrangements with 
other countries to our disadvantage. 

This reciprocity treaty stands by itself. It is demanded on 
consideration of broad national policy as well as by our eco- 
nomic interests. It will do harm to no industry. It will ben- 
efit many industries. It is in the interest of our people as a 
whole, both because of its importance from the broad stand- 
point of international policy and because economically it inti- 
mately concerns ua to develop and secure the rich Cuban mar- 
ket for our farmers, artisans, merchants and manufacturers. 


Finally, it is desirable as a guaranty of the good faith of 
our nation towards her young sister republic to the south 
whose welfare must ever be closely bound with ours. We gave 
her liberty. We are knit to her by the memories of the blood 
and the courage of our soldiers who fought for her in war; 
Ay the memories of the wisdom and integrity of our adminis- 
trators who saved her in peace and who started her so well on 
the difficult path of self-government. We must help her on- 
ward and upward; and in helping her we shall help ourselves. 

The foregoing considerations caused the negotiation of the 
treaty with Cuba and its ratification by the Senate. They now 
with equal force support the legislation by the Congress which, 
by the terms of the treaty, is necessary to render it operative. 
A failure to enact such legislation would come perilously near 
a repudiation of the pledged faith of the nation. 

I transmit herewith the treaty as amended by the Senate 
and ratified by the Cuban gevernment.
